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Claim Rejections - 35 USC§112 
The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply with the 
written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not described 
in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that 
the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. 
The specification as originally filed fails to teach or suggest the applicator plate including the 
wedge-shaped portion being made from metal as recited in claim 1, lines 1 and 9. The insertion 
of "metal" into claim 1 in both instances is therefore deemed new matter. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1, 148 USPQ 459 
(1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining obviousness under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 
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4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating obviousness 
or nonobviousness. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Lippert (US 
5,067,432). 

Lippert teaches a slot die type applicator comprising a die plate (30) having connected 
thereto a die lip defining a die plate as substantially as claimed including a top portion (32), a 
bottom portion having a bottom surface (74), a pair of side surfaces (not numbered), an upstream 
face which extends generally downwardly to the bottom surface for directing adhesive coating 
(see col. 1, line 40) to the bottom surface, and a downstream face, the bottom surface extending 
from the upstream face beyond the downstream face and being adapted to spread adhesive on a 
web below the bottom surface, said bottom portion having a narrow wedge-shaped portion (62) 
which extends in a downstream direction from said downstream face and which is defined by 
said bottom surface and by an upper surface which extends from said downstream face. Lippert 
is silent concerning the specific material (i.e., metal) used to make the applicator plate including 
the wedge shaped portion. However, it would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in 
the art, at the time the invention was made, to make the plate including the wedge shaped portion 
from metal since it has been held to be within the general skill of a worker in the art to select a 
known material on the basis of its suitability for the intended use as a matter of obvious design 
choice. In re Leshin, 125 USPQ 416. 

As mentioned in the previous office action, Applicants' recitation in the preamble of the 
use of the plate with a core making machine has been given no structural weight because the core 
making machine is not a part of the claimed invention and such a limitation is process limiting 
not structurally limiting. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 2-14 are allowable. 

Response to Arguments 
Applicants' argument filed as of 2/2/05 has been fully considered but is not deemed 
persuasive. 

Applicants contend that Lippert discloses a flexible lip 72 (col. 4, line 33) that suggests 
that the applicator plate including the wedge shaped portion are not made of metal. While 
Applicants' argument is well taken, this argument is not deemed persuasive because metal can 
also be made to be flexible. Regardless of the fact that Lippert is silent as to the specific material 
used to make the applicator, it is within the purview of one skilled in the art to make the Lippert 
applicator plate including the wedge shaped portion from metal because metal is known material 
used to make die parts and would be a suitable material due to its durability. Applicants' 
recitation of the use of metal as that suitable material is merely an obvious choice of design.
